said : "Mr. President, I would rather not 
express my opinion of my superior officer. 


Mr. Lincoln said: "It is tho man who 


does not want to express an opinion whose 
opinion I want.

Every day 1 get let- 
ters from army officers asking me to allow 
iheui lo come to Washington to Impart

session ? " 


"Well," 
Mr. President, said General

"Then I will order an opinion."

"Since you command mo, Mr. President, 
I will say Gereral Rosecrans is a splendid 
man to command a victorious army."
